Mtrvot Cleaning In Paris. 


It wafi w ith especial interest th at I 
nimle my first exaniinatioii of the streets 
of Paris, for I remembered them as be­ 
ing in excellent condition in 1889 (ex­ 
position year). 


After a c Iqho audearefnl examination 
I should say th at they are quite as well 
swept as our streets, and th at (here is 
nowhere to be fouiid the defective pave­ 
ment, of which we havesom neh. In the 
m atter of litter, however, 1 think th at 
New York is much better cared for, ex­ 
cept in the more frequented show streets, 
and,to a certain extent even there, there 
is more paper scattered, and in many 
parts of the town much less attention 
seems to be paid to its eolleetion and 
lemoval. On the whole, 1 think we lose 
nothing in the comparison. 
New York 
is as clean and a t least us tidy as Paris. 
Tlie metliods of work in the Freuch cap­ 
ital are in many res|)eets different from 
w hat was found iu other cities and very 
differtmt from the methods here. 


In ISutt tho cleaning of the streets 
was transferred from tlie prefecture de 
police to the profcctnre de la Seine, and 
it was then placed in the hands of tho 
engineering departm ent. 
Tlie cost a t 
th at time could not be learned, but the 
cost in lK7ii was 8,808,000 francs; in 
1877 it was 4,G18.0QO: in 188U it was 
G.oUO.uOO. 
It is now about 8,000,000 
franoB. Form erly it was the duty of all 
property owners to clean one-half of the 
street if this did not exceed six meters 
(^0 feet). This work is now done by the 
city and is paid for by a special tax on 
the property, which, for this purpose, is 
divided into thrt>e classes—that occupied 
(1) by buildings, (S) by w alls or open 
grounds, (4) by vacant lots. 
In no ease 
is tiie charge more than the actaal cost 
to tho city. In some cases it is m aterially 
less. Property holders m ust iitill remove 
snow and ice from the sidewalks, ac­ 
cording to specifto regulations. » H a r ­ 
per’s Weekly.

Street denning In Paris. 


It was with especial interest that 1 


made my first examination of the streets 
of Paris, for I remembered them as be- 
ing iu excellent condition in 1SH9 (ex- 
position year). 


After u close aud careful oxauiiuntion 


I should say that they are quite ns well 
swept as our streets, and that there is 
nowhere to bo found the defective pave- 
ment, of which we have so much. In the 
matter of litter, however, I think that 
Now York is much better cared for, ex- 
cept in the more frequented show streets, 
and,to a certain extent even there, there 
in more paper scattered, and in many 
parts of the town much less attention 
seems to be paid to its oolleotiou and 
removal. On the whole, I think we lose 
nothing iu the comparison. Now York 
is as clean and at least HB tidy as Paris. 
The methods of work in the French cap- 
ital are in many respeots different from 
what was found in other cities uud very 
different from the methods here. 


In 1S59 the cleaning of the streets 


was transferred from the prefecture de 
.)olico to the prefecture tie la Seine, and 
it was then placed in the hands of the 
snginoeriuy department. The oo«t at 
that time could not ho learned, but the 
cost iu 1873 wns 3,808,000 francs; in 
1877 it WHS -1,018,000; in 1881) it was 
0,51)0,000. It is now about 8,000,000 
Vanes. Formerly it WHS (he duty of all 
iiroporty owners to clean one-half of the 
itriH't it' this did not exceed six motors 
;aO feet). This work in uow done by the 
iity mid is paid for by a special tax on 
he prnpcrty, which, for this purpose, is 
lividorl into three rinses—tlwtoooupied 
U by buildings, (3) by walls or open 
;roumlF, (4) hr rmtnut lots. In no case 
is tho ohnrga more than the iiotnni cost 
o tho city. Iu soiiinoaspR it in materially 
ess. Property holders must still remove 
flnow and ict» from thn sidewalks, n<i- 
ording to specific regulations.—Har- 
tor's Weekly.
